Despite her traumatic 
breakup, Hathaway swears 
she’s happy— and has a role 
that she’s damn proud of

LOS ANGELES It seems fitting that during one of the most 
emotionally complicated times of her young life, Anne 
Hathaway can be seen on screen in “Rachel Getting 
Married,” playing one of the most complex characters of 
her short but storied career. Yet it seems unnatural that 
a woman so seemingly vibrant and unguarded would be 
preceded into the room by warnings from her handlers. 

On the same day reports surfaced alleging that Hathaway 
had surrendered some of the pricey ice and jewels given 
to her by her incarcerated ex-boyfriend, Raffaello Follieri, 
publicists told reporters that anyone asking Hathaway any 
personal questions about the man she dated for four years 
would be removed from the premises. 

Ironically, Follieri, currently in jail on charges includ- 
ing conspiracy, money laundering and fraud, had a court 
date on Friday, exactly a week before “Rachel’s” release 
in Chicago. 

But no one had to ask the forbidden questions. 
Between showing flashes of her infectious wit, 
Hathaway said enough to satisfy everyone who just 
had to know how she was doing. 

Time to heal 

It’s been a long, hot summer for the 25-year- 
old actress, but when asked if she’s the type 
of person who packs her pain away in a 


drawer, Hathaway indicated that she was getting over it. 

“I think one of the most beautiful things we have going 
for us as human beings is our ability to heal,” she said. 
“Everything that has happened to me— good and bad— I 
feel has happened for a reason. I’ve been made stronger 
from the good stuff and much, much, much stronger from 
the bad stuff 

“I don’t want to put anything in a drawer. But I do 
want to let things rest and heal, and it just becomes a 
part of you. One of my favorite lines in {“Rachel Getting 
Married”! is the woman that gets up at the first {Narcotics 
Anonymous] meeting and says: ‘I’m an addict. That’s just 
one fact— one fact among many’ I think that when you’re 
talking about your past that’s what happens — depends on, 
of course, the level of the trauma.” 

After her round-table interviews, Hathaway and I sat 
alone in a suite and got a little more personal. Dressed 
casually in skinny jeans, a beige T-shirt and white Converse 
Chuck Taylors, Hathaway plopped down on a sofa and 
eyed a plate of fresh berries in front of her. 

“Berries?” she said with a puzzled look on her face. 
“Sometimes I think they just don’t know what to put in 
these rooms.” 

In that moment, Hathaway, best know for her roles 
in “The Princess Diaries,” “The Devil Wears Prada” and 
“Get Smart,” sounded very much like Kym, the irreverent 
recovering addict she plays in “Rachel.” 

Kym, a character Hathaway described as “amazingly 
intelligent,” comes from an eclectic but seemingly well- 
to-do Connecticut family that includes a sympathetic and 
enabling father, an understanding stepmother, a distant 
biological mother and her sister Rachel. Rachel can’t quite 
figure out her troubled baby sister, who, the film reveals, 
was driving drunk the night of a car accident that killed 
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Rachel Getting Married (r) 

Release date: Friday 


■III Rachel Getting Married” features a powerful 
•••• performance from Anne Hathaway, but the story is 
undone by the self-indulgence of director Jonathan Demme, who 
loiters interminably on some scenes. 

Demme’s detours into documentaries serve him well as he 
crafts a loose, docudrama style that infuses great authenticity 
into this anguished reunion tale. But Demme did the reflect-real- 
life thing almost too well. Many moments are genuine to the point 
where you feel trapped in a room with someone else’s relations in 


a marathon session of picking and clawing at old wounds. 

Hathaway stars as a woman out of rehab to come home for the 
wedding of her sister (Rosemarie DeWitt). While the family tries to 
leave at rest its ample unspoken heartache, Hathaway’s prodigal 
daughter dredges everything up, threatening the shaky peace 
everyone hopes will prevail through the wedding weekend. 

Hathaway’s a marvel for the depths she explores, but Demme 
and screenwriter Jenny Lumet overload the story with strife and 
boring excess. davidgermain,ap 


their brother. The story picks up with Kym having been in 
and out of rehab for years and recently returning home to 
attend— and disrupt— her sister’s wedding. 

Hathaway said she loved playing Kym so much she didn’t 
want to let the character go. 

“I think for me it was the first time I’ve never not edito- 
rialized a character, if you know what I’m saying,” she said. 
“Sometimes I’ve felt like I’m going to know my character, and 
{the audience is] supposed to like her here and not supposed 
to like her there— I would overthink it. 

“I had a realization about a month before we made this 
movie that it really didn’t matter if I liked Kym or not. It really 
didn’t matter if you liked her or loved her. The only thing that 
was important to her story is that you understand her.” 

Rosemarie DeWitt, who plays Rachel, concurred. 

“She was so wonderful,” DeWitt said. “She felt no obliga- 
tion to be likable or polite, and it was like that from Day i. She 
brought so much to that part.” 

Defining Anne 

It’s too soon to tell if Kym will be the defining role of 
Hathaway’s career, but it is certainly generating positive award 
show buzz. 

“What buzz?” she teased. “Bees, you mean? It’s thrilling to 
have inspired people with your performance— to put their 
passion up there on display That’s so cool and I’ve never done 
anything that warranted that before or garnered it. I’m enjoy- 
ing having my work enjoyed. That being said, ultimately the 
buzz doesn’t matter until the nominations come out. So, I’m 
not really thinking about it too much. 

“I consider this film to be a personal triumph because all of 
my intentions were on the screen and all of them made sense 
and were truthful. I’m really proud of it. This one is worth 
something.” 


Growing up in Millburn, N.J., as the daughter of a stage 
actress and a civil liberties attorney, Hathaway, who began 
appearing in NewTbrk stage productions as a teen, conceded 
that she was one of those kids practicing acceptance speeches 
in front of the mirror. 

“Teah, but it was for my Tony,” Hathaway said, smiling. “It’s 
a funny thing: When I was a kid, the Tonys I knew because I 
was so involved in theater. I never grew up even watching the 
Oscars. My parents didn’t have any celebrity magazines around. 
It never occurred to me that Julia Roberts had a personal life 
and, further, it never occurred to me that I should care.” 

Life as adventure 

Coming up next for Hathaway are “Passengers,” a thriller 
in which she plays a grief counselor, and the romantic comedy 
“Bride Wars” in which she plays a woman who schedules her 
wedding on the same day as her best friend, played by Kate 
Hudson. 

“Working with Kate was great,” Hathaway said. “She’s such 
a ray of light.” 

And if the sequel gods are in agreement, she could come 
back as Agent 99 in “Get Smart(er).” Nothing has been 
announced, but Hathaway is hopeful. “If you care, please call 
Warner Bros,” she said with a laugh. 

Even if that project doesn’t happen, Hathaway, despite all 
of her summer drama, says she still will be OK. 

“I swear to God I’m happy,” she said. “That’s what I dig 
about my life. It’s been a process of cutting out fear and the 
lies that are told from a place of fear to myself 

“I don’t lie to other people, but I’ve felt in the past that I’ve 
lied to myself a little bit about what made me happy I just feel 
like with that gone my life has become this wonderful adven- 
ture. I love that my life is an adventure.”

Head of the ciass?

The scene: Based on appearances 
alone, it would be easy to forget 
that Sikia, the new restaurant at the 
Washburne Culinary Institute at 
Kennedy-King College in 
Englewood, is actually a 
training ground for culi- 
nary students. 

'You enter almost 
directly from the street, 
stepping into a styl- 
ish lounge area 
that gives way 
to a dining room 
accented with light 
blue tablecloths and 
African-inspired art. The semi-formal 
setting draws a reserved group of din- 
ers, including a healthy after-church 
crowd dressed to the nines in their 
Sunday best. 

But it’s best not to lose sight of 
the fact that this is also a classroom. 
'While student servers are eager to 
please , not-quite-ready-for-prime- 
time stumbles are common. Most are 


hardly an inconvenience, though some 
come off as a bit bizarre. General 
awkwardness? Easily forgivable. 
Shouting, “Hey, can I get four forks 
over here?” across a hushed dining 

room? Probably cause for a 
demerit or two. 

The cuisine: The first 
page of Sikia’s brunch 
menu reads like a syllabus 
for Breakfast Cookery loi: 
three-egg omelets, blue- 
berry pancakes, Erench 
toast— you get the idea. 
Eortunately the lineup 
quickly veers into more 
interesting territory, 
summoning African, Caribbean, 
Southern and Creole influences for 
dishes such as gumbo ($8), tasty little 
black-eyed pea fritters ($6) and jerk 
chicken ($14). 

Like the service, the food shows 
signs that the training wheels have 
only recently come off Our chicken 
and waffles ($8 with leg, wing, thigh; 
$9 with breast, pictured) were a per-

feet example. The kitchen turned out 
crispy, well-seasoned fried chicken. 
'We give them at least a B+ for that. 
The waffles, however, were slightly 
burned on one side— that’s an auto- 
matic C. Our shrimp and grits ($8) fell 
flat too when unappealing, gruel-like 
grits undermined otherwise delicious 
shrimp. 

Though the leisurely pace can 
easily stretch brunch into a two- 
hour affair, it’s worth sticking around 
for dessert— specifically, the sweet 


potato pie ($6). 

'With a little practice, they just 
might have something here.

The basics: The Cat’s Meow is the lat- 
est addition to the on-the-rise strip of 
Chicago Avenue in West Town, having 
taken up residence in the short-lived Nxxt 
address. From the moment you escort 
your honey through the large, impressive 
copper door, you’ll be hit with an array of 
visual stimuli: The modern design, birch 
wood ceilings and vibrant murals of rock 
legends will give you and your date a lot to 
ooh and aah over. 

If it’s a mild day, take a quick peek 
inside before heading outside to the huge 
loo-seat patio. For a more casual date, 
take a seat at the long marble bar, which 
is deep and roomy with plenty of space 
for cocktails and apps. Ample table seat- 
ing aptly accommodates a more private 
encounter. 

Noise level: The crowd and noise factor 
differ wildly by time of day During the day 
and on weekday evenings. Cat’s Meow is 
very conversation-friendly as locals dip in 
for cocktails and families visit for casual 
meals. For adult fun with a groove, visit 
after dark. The DJ booth doubles as a 


stage for occasional performances, and the 
lower level opens up for a dance party 

What to order: The signature Catnip ($9) 
is a ceremonious pour that’s fun to watch, 
made from Three Olives Citrus vodka, 
Pama pomegranate liqueur and cranberry 
juice, served in a martini glass and topped 
off with sparkling wine. Another fave is 
The Lewbowski ($8)— essentially a White 
Russian made with Van Gogh Espresso 
vodka, Kahlua and cream. Shareable des- 
serts include a silky vanilla cheesecake ($7) 
and Death by Chocolate ($7), a fiourless 
cake that’s admittedly short on originality 
but big on richness. Too much Catnip? A 
cup of Intelligentsia coffee is easy to come 
by at this bar. 

Icebreaker: Owner Arman Razavi always 
dreamed of having a club that was the best 
thing around, so he named it for the 1920s 
phrase to describe something that’s just 
too cool for words.

Broadcast networlcs usually are more exact- 
ing than scissor-happy hairdressers. Instead 
of lopping off locks, TV’s big five have been 
known to mercilessly cut new shows as soon 
as the ratings start to lag and even faster if 
anyone fails to tune in at all. 

Such a track record makes the current 
2008-09 season quite unusual, thanks to the 
uncharacteristically high number of sopho- 
more shows the networks have held onto for 
a second chance. 

All told, ABC has five, NBC has three. 


The CWhas two, and CBS and Fox each have 
one, bringing the grand total to a whopping 
12. 

Had it not been for the 100 -day Writers 
Guild of America strike, which came to an 
end in February, half of these shows would 
have been canceled faster than viewers could 
get comfy on their couches. Whatever the 
motivation, these shows are back this fall, for 
better or for worse. 

Read on to see what some of them have 
working in their favor and what could bring 
the good times to a halt. 



Terminator: 

The Sarah Connor 
Chronicles 

7p.m. Mondays, Fox 

What’s good: The most 
captivating and intense 
installment of this show 
was its pilot. Since then, 
this futuristic spinoff of 
the “Terminator” flicks has 
floundered on a weekly basis, 
delivering an uneven sci-fi 
show about good and bad 
robots. John Connor (Thomas 
Dekker) is still coming across 
as being too delicate, and all 
the buzz cuts in the world 
won’t change that. 

What’s bad: Aside from 
Dekker’s lukewarm delivery as 
the future messiah of mankind 
(This guy? Really?), this show 
seems to take itself way too 
seriously. 


Gossip Girl 

7p.m. Mondays, The CW 

What’s good: The most 
popular freshman show last 
year, it’s no wonder that The 
CW would bring back this racy 
teen drama. This is the still- 
fledgling network’s best series 
to date, and the current and 
second season is even better 
and stronger than the first. 

P.S.: The stars of “Gossip Girl” 
couldn’t be hotter. Blake Lively, 
who plays Serena van der 
Woodsen, is making “Saturday 
Night Live” cameos, and 
Leighton Meester, who is Blair 
Waldorf on the show, is doing 
guest spots on “Entourage.” 
What’s bad: This show is on 
broadcast TV, and The CW no 
less. If “Gossip Girl” were on 
HBO, it would have triple the 
viewers. 


Pushing Daisies 

7p.m. Wednesdays, ABC 

What’s good: This 
imaginative, fairy-tale show 
about a pie maker who can 
bring dead people and other 
formerly living things back to 
life, is one of the most original 
shows to ever grace TV. A top- 
notch cast including Lee Pace 
(Ned, the pie maker), Anna 
Friel (Chuck, the love of Ned’s 
life, whom he can never touch) 
and Emmy-nominee Kristin 
Chenoweth (Olive, Ned’s friend 
and employee) only makes the 
show a bigger treat.

Chicago honors fallen officer 


THE BACKGROUND 

Officer Nathaniel Taylor was fatally shot 
as he tried serving a warrant on Lamar 
Cooper, 37, early Sunday in the 7900 
block of South Clyde Avenue, authorities 
have said. Cooper, who was critically 
wounded when officers returned fire, 
was ordered held without bail on charges 
of first-degree murder, felony weapons 
charges and cocaine possession.

Hundreds of Chicago police officers lined 
the street outside St. Bede the Venerable 
Roman Catholic Church on the Southwest 
Side on Friday morning for the funeral of 
Police Officer Nathaniel Taylor, who was 
shot and killed Sunday while trying to serve 
a warrant. 

Standing side-by-side, the officers, all in 
dress uniform and many wearing buttons 
bearing Taylor’s photograph, also filled the 
church’s parking lot before solemnly march- 
ing into the church for the funeral service. 

Gov Blagojevich was one of the speakers. 
He thanked the Chicago police for their 
service and offered condolences to Taylor’s 


widow and daughter. He said Taylor’s life 
was one of public service: “He first protect- 
ed his country, then went on to protect his 
community” 

Mayor Daley was expected to attend, but 
his chief of staff, Lori Healey, appeared in his 
stead because the mayor was out of town. 
Healey delivered a statement for Daley, say- 
ing of Taylor: “He was smart, he was brave 
and he was respected. He will live on.” 

Taylor’s widow, Alcione Taylor, whose 
comments were translated from Portuguese, 
said her husband was “always marvelous ... 
will continue to be marvelous, will continue 
to be with me in my heart.” 

His partner and cousin, Cedric Taylor, 


said: “His courage exceeded his office. His 
personality exceeded his office. His profes- 
sionalism exceeded his office. And so did 
his friendship. His office only reinforced 
the person who he was.”

Small steps can save 
big bucks at home

With higher heating and electricity costs 
on the horizon, and the economy teetering 
on a freefall this week, it seems prudent to 
muster a few energy-saving efforts around 
the house. 

For the past nine months, Fve investi- 
gated a range of big-ticket investments to 
help cut my home’s energy costs— from 
solar panels and geothermal wells to “tan- 
kless” water heaters. But in the meantime 
Fve managed to trim bills by taking a few 
smaller eco-steps. 

The good news: The little steps work. 
My electricity consumption this year has 
dropped 687 kwh from the same period a 
year ago; in the past two months alone, I 
saved about $86. Keeping that up, Fd be on 
target to save roughly $500 — or nearly 40 
percent of last year’s electricity bills— over 
the next 12 months. 

Here are some steps Fve taken: 

Chest freezer swap 

Why it helps: Chest freezers consume 10 
percent to 25 percent less energy than com- 
parable uprights because cold air doesn’t 
spill out of the door when opened, accord- 
ing to the Department of Energy 

Cost: $298 for a lo-cubic-foot Energy Star 
Whirlpool chest freezer at Lowe’s. 

Savings: My large 1998 upright 20 -cubic- 
foot freezer cost an estimated $77* a year to 
operate and sat mostly empty The slimmer 


new one costs about $30 to run annually 
To calculate how much your old freezer or 
fridge costs and what a new model would 
save, go to recyciemyoidfridge.com. 

Dialing back dryer use 
& hot-water washing 

Why it heips: The average electric dryer is 
an energy hog, consuming about 970 kwh 
a year, according to the Rocky Mountain 
Institute. While newer models are more 
efficient and shut off when clothes are dry, 
going au natural can save more. I use an 
indoor drying rack for about half my wash. 

Cost: $32 at amazon.com for a chrome 
Polder folding dry rack; $96 for a retract- 
able line unit at breezedryer.com. 

Savings: Cutting out 50 percent of elec- 
tric drying saves about $52 a year.* Bonus 
cost cut: Switching from hot to warm water 
can cut laundry energy usage in half, accord- 
ing to DOE. 

Unplugged 

Why it heips: Even when fully charged or in 
off or standby mode, many plugged-in devic- 
es still draw, or “leak,” power. That costs the 
average household about $100 each year. The 
worst offenders: TVs and computer print- 
ers, according to Dan Kammen, professor 
in the energy-resources group at University 
of California, Berkeley “Even when they’re 
doing nothing, these draw more than a CEL 
light bulb in the on mode.” His solution: 
Unplug when possible and use power-strip 
surge protectors to make it easier. 

Cost: PowerSquid surge protector, $49.95 
at powersquid.com; Kill A Watt Electricity 
Power Meter, $29.95 cabieorganizer.com. 


Savings: Eliminating “leaking” could save 
9 percent to 12 percent on monthly elec- 
tricity bills, according to Kammen. 

Cut incandescents 

Why it heips: Energy Star compact fluo- 
rescent light bulbs use 75 percent less ener- 
gy (though require special disposal because 
they contain mercury) than incandescent 
bulbs, while light-emitting diodes use up 
to 90 percent less electricity 

Cost: CEL prices range from $2 to $15 
at most lighting retailers; $385 for 20 lin- 
ear feet of LEDs from Borealis Lighting 
(boreaiisiighting.com). 

Savings: Lighting costs $50 to $150 a year 
in energy bills for the average US. house- 
hold, according to the Rocky Mountain 
Institute. The Department of Energy esti- 
mates newer technologies can cut lighting- 
energy usage by 50 percent to 75 percent. 

A little caulk, a little savings 

Why it heips: Many homes are poorly insu- 
lated and sealed against air leaks. While the 
biggest gains can be had by sealing ductwork 
and adding new insulation, drafty windows 
and door frames are an uncomfortable 
problem that’s cheaper to improve. 

Cost: $3.72 at greendepot.com for a tube of 
Titebond Painters Plus Caulk. 

Savings: The Energy Star program esti- 
mates homeowners can save up to 20 per- 
cent on heating and cooling costs by sealing 
and insulating.

Advertisers 
getting ugly

As the economy gets ugly, marketers are 
getting nasty too. 

Erom soup companies to pizza chains, 
marketers are stepping up their so-called 
attack ads, calling out rivals by name, 
comparing products and poking fun at 
competitors. 

An example: This week, Domino’s Pizza 
is giving away oven-baked sandwiches to 
the first i,ooo customers named Jared— a 
shot at Subway pitchman Jared Logic. The 
pizza chain says this is the first time that 
it has referenced one of its competitors in 
an ad. 

Just how acrimonious is it getting out 
there? The National Advertising Division 
of the Council of Better Business Bureaus, 
which acts as the ad police, is fielding 
many more complaints from marketers 
who believe they are the victim of mis- 
leading comparison ads. September saw 
complaints jump about 50 percent from 
last year. (The ad council, however, doesn’t 
have the power to force an ad’s removal.) 

Campbell Soup kicked off a big ad 
effort that took on rival General Mills’ 
Progresso. 

Meanwhile, Burger King has deployed 
a steady string of ad attacks against its 
arch-rival McDonald’s and other competi- 
tors this year. One billboard ad featured 
a Whopper sandwich not fitting into a 
Big Mac box with a headline that reads: 
“SILLY WHOPPER, THAT’S A BIG 
MAC BOX.” 





BUD TAKES AIM 

Anheuser-Busch is rolling out a $50 
million advertising campaign for Bud 
Light playing up the beer’s “drinkability,” 
trying to set the brand apart as rival 
MillerCoors waits until the new year 
to release new ads for Miller Lite and 
Coors Light.

GOVERNMENT MOVES WITH URGENCY ON $700 BILLION FINANCIAL PLAN 


D WASHINGTON Treasury Secretary Henry Paulson pledged to 
get the $700 billion financial rescue program up and going 
quickly 

Paulson declined to answer 
reporters’ questions about 
how the auction program will 
work, but he said he already 
has Treasury staffers working 
on those details so it won’t be 
delayed. 

President Bush signed the 
legislation Friday shortly 
after Paulson spoke. 

“It was a vote to protect 
the American people, to 
protect their jobs, their eco- 
nomic well being,” Paulson said minutes after House approval of 
the bill. He would not say how the government would go about 
purchasing troubled assets from financial companies. 

Bush called the package “essential to helping America’s econ- 
omy” weather the storm, signing the bill about an hour and a 
half after the House completed congressional action on it with a 
263-171 vote, underscoring the sense of urgency surrounding the 
measure. 

“I know some Americans have concerns about this legislation, 
especially about the government’s role and the bill’s cost,” Bush 
said in remarks in the Rose Garden. 

‘As a strong supporter of free enterprise, I believe government 
intervention should occur only when necessary In this situation, 
action is clearly necessary” 


The measure, which passed the Senate on Wednesday, autho- 
rizes the government to buy— and later try to resell— bad mort- 
gages and securities backed by them from banks and other finan- 
cial institutions around the country 

Bush said the action should allow banks to begin lending again 
once they get the tainted assets off their books. 

“Ultimately, the cost to taxpayers will be far less than the initial 
outlay,” Bush said. 

An earlier version of the rescue plan was rejected in the House 
on Monday, sending stock markets plunging around the world 
and raising fears that the U.S. was headed for the worst economic 
crisis since the 1930s. 

But the bill was sweetened with tax cuts and an increase in 
the government insurance on deposits and savings accounts, to 
$250,000, as leaders of both parties stepped up their efforts to 
corral support.
